80 VICTIMS OF U-BOATS 


Race'100 Miles to Rescue Surovi- 
vors from Two Ships After. 
Long Search by. Night. 


THE BASE OF THE AMBRICAN 
FLOTILLA IN BRITISH WATERS, 
June 20.—Two American destroyers 
have returned here with eighty survivors 
of two torpedoed British ships. The 
ships were sunk at the furthest point 
westward in thp Atlantic the U-boats 
have appeared ‘at since the ruthless 
campaign began and.the response of the 
American destroyers to their S O S 
was a run of more than a hundred 
miles.

ADAPT MACHINE GUNS 
TO OFFENSIVE TACTICS 


Allies Elevate Them for Spraying 
Distant Trenches and 
Roads. 


BEHIND THE BRITISH LINES IN 
FRANCE, June 8, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Use of the ma- 
chine gun as a weapon for’ offensive 
operations and for indirect fire by ele- 
vating the. gun so that the builets will 
fall into the trenches of the enemy is 
onc of the_recent developments of war- 
fare. This change in the method of 
using the machine gun has been brought 
about within a year. It shows, British 
officers say, the rapidity’ with which 
methods. of fighting are altered, and 
that systems learned by capable officers 
sent to the front from America might 
be out of date before Spt troops arrived 
in France. 

Less than a year ago the machine gun’ 
was regarded primarily as a weapon of 
direct fire, that is, for mowing down an 
advancing enemy. It was thus chiefly a 
defensive method, and its usefulness 
was limited to the rather rare periods 
when the enemy was actually attempt- 
ing an attack. But today the machine 
gun, though. retaining its importance 
in this respect, has become still more 
a@ weapon of indirect fire, and by far 
the greater proportion of machine-gun 
casualties nowadays are caused through 
this use of the weapon.

A considerable 
attack from sheti-hole positions can be} 
watched without. the realization’ that 
desperate fighting is in progress, 
ways there is noise from exploding 
grenades, but these missiles are so small 
that they cannot be seen in the air 
from a distance of.300 yards! 

From’ time to time 'a small group of 


men will leap from one hole to another 
dragging machine guns with them and 
disappeari so quickly in the new 
shelter that the earth secms to have 
opened and swallowed them. Ability to 
take quick advantage of any available 
cover is an art the American troops 
will have to study thoroughly when 
they come to take their place on the 
fighting front..

With these words Herr Kommer en- 
deavors to convince his readers that 
Americans are indifferent to the war, 
He speaks 
of the lack of excitement in the first 
weeks of the war, remarking that se- 
rious outbreaks against Germans similar 
to the St. Bartholomew massacre had 
been feared, whereas they were treated 
with great consideration and, are prac- 
tically unrestricted in their movements. 
From these facts he argues that the 


with ‘‘ monumental indifference,’ not 
even Wall Street being affected. The 
most exciting event attending the dec- 
laration, he says, .was the fainting of a 
German singer at the Metropolitan 
Opera House when Mr. Gerard made 
his patriotic speech from his box. 

Herr Kommer says that everywhere in‘ 
America Germans and German-Amer- 
icans were not only unmolested but well 
treated, and that the moderation of the 
authorities, who made few arrests, was 
remarkable, as well as the lack of spy 
rumors.

It was, therefore, a 
mistake to send the undecorative, non- 
English-speaking Joffre to America, as 
even the biggest statesmen in America 
do not speak French.”’ 

Herr Kommer says that the Germans 
have never made such a mistake in 
their propaganda.

HUNT T. ELLS OF FIGHT 
AGAINST- ARCTIC ICE 


Suivaiet of Crocker Land Expe- 
dition Arrives Here After 
‘< oS, /Perilous-Journey. -

Dr. Harrison J. Hunt, surgeon of the 
Crocker Land expedition, arrived in New 
York yesterday and reported the story 
of his perilous fourney by sledge. over 
the young ice of Melville Bay far in the 
Arctic zone, to Professor Henry Fairfield 
Osborn, President of the American Mu- 
seum of, Natural History. 

He said that the other members of the 
Crocker Land expedition were in excel- 
Tent health when he left them, but that, 
owing to their supplies being very low, 
it was imperative that relief be sent to 
them at once. The committee in charge 
on Tuesday night had sent-€aptain Rob- 
ert. A. Bartlett from this city to take 
command of the sealer Neptune, the 
third relief vessel’ ‘which. ‘has been char- 
tered in’ behalf of the Crocker. Land ex; 
pedition. 

Dr. Hunt left North Star Bay on 
Dec. 18, 1916. He was accompanied by 
nether member of.the party, W. Elmer 
Ekblaw. Dr. Hunt, who: was at the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
said last night: ’ 

‘The steamship Danmark, which had 
been sent by the committee in charge, 
was at North Star Bay when I began 
my journey south. Donald B. MacMil- 
lan,-leader of the expedition, Professor 
Edmund -Otis Hovey, and Jonathan 
Small,. another mem er of the party, 
were. at Etah. Their supplies will last 
until about Aug. 1, ‘and. the members 
will then be dependent -upon what wal- 
rus and caribou meat they can obtain 
at Etah. They might also get eider 
duck, gees. They have very little cof- 
fee. ar and canned fruits and flour 
were ran ng rationed out. ey may get 
some supplies from the anmark by 
sledging a hundred and fifty miles to 
her. That vegsel ts in about six feet 
a oe — poeey she beet be ee 
abou Sbe“ has stores,-but is 
short of “aoul, : 

“I was glad to hear on my -arrival 
here that the committee had already ar- 
ranged to send the Neptune.

Dr. Hunt and Mr. Ekblaw left North 
Star Bay with six sledges, and were ac- 
companiea by five Eskimos. There was 
deep snow, and the weather was gen- 
‘erally bad. When they got out on the 
ice of -Meivile Bay they found that the 

inter had been comparatively open, 
and that the ice, which. was three inches 
in thickness and very porous, was con- 
tinually bending heneet® them. The 

‘long sledge journey 400 miles, which 
took from Dec. 18, "1516 ‘until ‘April 16 of 
this year, was attend ‘by many perils. 
The sledges were not connected by ropes,

WASHINGTON, June 20,—Baron Mon- 
cheur, head of the Belgian War Mission, 
today expressed to the American people, 
through the Washington correspondents, 
Pélgium’s deep gratitude for America’s

spécial tribute to Hefbert C. Hoover for 
his Belgian relief work. e 

“The purpose of our visit to this 
Gountry,’. said the Baron, “is to ex- 
press to your Government ‘and people 
‘the heartfelt gratitude of Belgium for 
the generous outpouring of material 
assistance and sympathy which have 
gone so far to save my stricken country- 
men from the horrors of famine and to 
maintain their unshaken courage in this 
hour of trial. 

‘‘ Our -warm gratitude to you for this 
help will never cool, but you are now 
adding still more to our great'debt. Our 
people, saved from famine, still groan 
under the yoke of a merciless invader. 
Of all the peoples of the world none 
have ever had a more flaming love of 
liberty than those of Belgium, and this 
makes their suffering the. move acute. 
Your entry into the war not only brings 
to us the satisfaction of finding im an 


old friend a new ally, but fires us with 
camplete confidence in ani'early and 
victorious issue of the great struggle 
which has brought to my country ‘so 
much of misery and suffering. 

“Our admiration for your decision in 


entering the. war is all the greater be-' 
use we know that you did so in ful!’ 


owledge of all its horrors, and real- 
ized fully the sacrifices you will be

HAVRE, June 20.—Information reach-

Curzon Explains the Business Nature 
of Northcliffe’s Mission. 


LONDON, June 20.—Earl Curzon in 
the House of Lords today, replying to} 
a question by Lord Buckmaster regard- 
ing Lord Northcliffe’s- ‘mission in 
America, saia that Lord Northcliffe had 
gone thither as the representative of 
the Government, but. that there was no 


analogy whatever between the functions 
which Mr. Balfour discharged on his 
mean and those of Lord Northcliffe. 
The latter, he said, had been appointed 
by ‘the War Cabinet'to co-ordinate and 
stpervise the work of the departmental 
missions in the United States and to 
maintain friendly relations between the 
allied representatives and the American 
authorities. His duties were in no sense 
diplomatic, and they would in no way 
conflict with those of the British Am- 
bussador or derogate in the smallest 
degree from the position of the Ambas- 
ons or.

Eleven Battle-Scarred Veterans 
Here to Instruct American 
‘Aviators ‘in Art of War. 


ALL ARE SURE OF VICTORY 


Many .Machines and Big Force 
Needed to Sweep Germans Out 
of the Sky, They Assert. 


Captain Boyriven and the eleven other 
officers of the aviation section of the 
French Army who arrived here- on 
Tuesday left_at midnight -last night for.

WELCOME TO ITALY. 

Arriving in New York, the Italian 
Mission finds. itself in a city which | 
has a greater Italian population than 
Genoa, Florence, Venice, or Mesgina. 
The largest of these cities, Genoa, 
had a population in 1911 of 272,000, 
but there are 341,000 - Italian-born 
people in. New York; or the same as 
Palermo had-in 1911.. Naples - has 
723,000, Milan 599,000,/ Rome 543,000, 
Turin 427,000, but no other Italian 
city ‘outranks New York. 

‘But the welcome New York. gives 
the Italian Mission will not be con- 
fined to the mission’s compatriots. 
New York welcomes not so much the 
country from which many of her cit- 
izens come’as the country ‘which, in 
this. war; has set. such a, heroic stand~ 
ard for America to attain. Amer- 
ican eyes have followed with’ wonder, 
almost with incredulity, the deeds of 
the Italian Army, which has had to 
fight against three allies, Austria, 
Germany, and nature. These new 
Romans perform feats which the an- 
cient Romans did not surpass. 

The loyalty, valor, and self-sacri- 
fice with which Italy has gone about 
her work are as astonishing and re- 
vealing as the war spirit of France. 
The parallel holds further. The world, 
which had visualized France as a 
light, giddy, volatile nation,, was dum- 
founded to see in her all the virtues 
which had been supposed to be specif- 
ically characteristic of other nations— 
gravity, silence, determination, meth- 
od. Well, these same.virtues have 
been displayed in the same measure 
by Italy, which also had been visual- 
ized as a pleasure-loving nation. The 
so-called Teutonic virtues were never 
displayed by any Teutonic nation as 
they have been in this war by France 
and Italy; beside them other nations 
seem almost light and giddy. It is 
evidently ‘time to revise theories 
about national character.” 

Italy fights to redeem the prisoner 
peoples which were torn from their 
motherland by Austria, as France 
fights, to redeem thoSe who were kid- 
nappéd by Germany. Her object in 
this war is freedom for the captive. 
countries. of Italia Irredenta. This 
nation, which has gone into war for 
Nberty, welcomes a -comrade who 
went into it for the same cause and 
who has shown her so nobly how to 
fight. : 

USE FOR THE. WATERWAYS.

That 
concerns the boat owners of the river 
and canal systems and the ship- 
pers who may have,.an option to di- 
rect their business over either rail- 
ways or canals. It is necessary that 
they should co-operate with the rail- 
ways. The . Interstate. Commission 
already has moderated its antagonism 
to the ownership of boats by railways 
competing with water routes. Also it 
has forbidden rates higher by water 
and rail than all rail, and has di- 
rected through route and joint rate 
arrangements between railways and 
water routes. 

Nowhere would such arrangements 
be more useful than in this State. The 
Barge Canal has been opened at a 
time when it is of the greatest need, 
and can render greatest service. It 
has a capacity for 18,000 carloads per 
day- of grain alone, which could be 
moved faster than on the rails under 
present conditions. There are no side- 
tracks or switches on the canal, and 
boats can move continuously far 
twenty-four hours. There is a de- 
ficiency of. boats, for the canal is ready 
before the vessels. But the old boats 
can be, put to better use than ever 
before. The British canalboats have 
met the same emergency by the use 
of a detachable motor like that used on 
rowboats,. but of seventeen horse. 
power: Only a few days ago Governor 
WuitmMan signed the bill providing for 
a supply of towing facilities for this 
season by the State. The. Governor 
also signed the bill giving the Public 
Service Commission powers similar .to 
that mentioned above as recently ex- 
ercised by the Interstate Commission. 

Co-operation between the raijroads 
and the canals does not mean that 
either shall be used as a club against 
the other.

RESISTANCE TO THE GOVERN- 
i ‘MENT. 

The fact that no rebellion will come 
about in this country is no reason why 
the Government should pass-over ef- 
forts to incite rebellion. That js, in 
fact, the direction toward which the 
activities of the so-called pacifists are 
tending. The Socialist Party’s resolu- 
tions calling for “ mass resistance ” 
to the draft may be interpreted as 
meaning only passive resistance, ex- 
cept that any rebel who chooses to in- 
terpret them in a different way can 
do so. ‘A month ‘ago Senator OVERMAN 
reported to the Senate that 

the Senator from Louisiana had some 
letters circulated in his State urging 
the colored people of that State—and, 

I suppose, all through the South—to 

rise up against the white people during 

the war. 
Mr. OVERMAN at the same time put in 
the Record some anti-draft literature 
circulated in the West, @ few extracts} 
from which will suffice: 
Workers, refuse to take up arms 
against the workers of any country. 
If the Government forces you into the 
army, use their guns against them to 
overthrow their power and to emanci- © 
‘pate yourselves from slavery. 

Comrades! Is it possible that even 
one of us will join the army to protect 
this dirty rag? 

Passive resistance to the Govern- 
ment of the United States already has 
in fits grip one State of the Union, 
North Dakota, where a Populist or- 
ganization, called the Non-Partisan 
League, is in control. This league is 
headed by A. W. Towniry, who has 
stumped the State calling on the farm 
ers to defeat the Liberty Loan and 
thus cripple a “ gich man’s war.” His 
speeches and the work of his organiza- 
tion were so effective that North 
Dakota, whose allotment was» $10,- 
400,000, raised only $2,500,000 for the 
loan, while Montana, the adjoining 
State, which was called on for only 
$7,500,000, raised $15,000,000. 

In Washington yesterday, as the 
Russian Mission arrived at the White 
House, two suffragettes flaunted in 
theit faces a banner reading in part: 
“To the Russian Mission: President

SOUTH AMERICA AND THE WAR. 


There is additional evidence almost 
every day that South American coun- 


tries are in sympathy with the United 


States and the Entente Allies. - And 
there are some indications that they 


will eventually show hostility toward 


Germany by concerted action. They 
see the cynical insincerity of Ger- 
many’s official messages. Some time 
ago the Berlin Government sent to 


Buenos Aires an expression of regret 


on account of the sinking of an 
Argentine ship. But on the 6th inst. 
the submarines sank another. Such 
treatment does not tend to confirm 
Argentina’s neutrality, and it is now 
expected that when our warships, s0, 
gladly received by’-Brazil, ‘arrive. at 
Buenos Aires they will be heartily 
welcomed and have all the privileges 
of nonbelligerents. There is no room 
for doubt as to the attitude of Brazil. 
She has seized forty interned German 
ships, and probably they will be used 
by agreement with our Government, 
to release others which are required 
for service between our ports and 
Europe. ‘,Germany,” her Foreign 
Minister says, “has declared war on 
all neutrals.” 

Uruguay, in full sympathy with 
Brazil,” has. decided to open her ports 
to our warships. Her Government 
seeks a war union of all the nations 
of this hemisphere. In its note to 
Brazil, expressing approval of that 
colintry’s course, it said: 


The Government of ,Uruguay reiter- 
ates‘ its very earnest desire to see the 
American countries, in collective and 
actual co-operation, adopt a joint 
policy which will find expression in’ 
lawful forms or in practical methods, 
to the end that these countries, united 
as they are by everlasting bonds of 
democracy and identical conceptions 
of justice and liberty, may achieve a 
solidarity beneficial to all. The prin- 
ciples and the interests involved 
logically demand, for the efficiency 
of the forms and methods above re- 
ferred to, and the free development 
of the countries—in the light of the 
appalling events which move the 
world—a close union of action, so that 
any act perpetrated against. one of 
the countries in violation of the pre- 
cepts of international, law .as_ uni- 
versally recognized,. shall constitute 
an offense against all of them, and 
consequently cause a common re- 
action in all. 

_By forming such a union as Uru- 
guay suggests, the South American 
nations can. shorten the war.. We 
hope. to. hear that statesmen in the 
southern -continent are moving to 
secure concerted dction. The op- 
portunity waits for leadership.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Though it is only by 
An Ancient a temporary appoint- 
Precédent ment, the fact that 
Vice Admiral Srms has 
Is Broken. been placed in general 
charge of the allied naval forces operat- 
ing against the German submarines in’ 
Irish waters is nevertheless a remark- 
able illustration of the thoroughness 
with ‘which Great Britain, France, and 
the United States have joined in the ac- 
complishment of a common. task. 

Of course several nations have com- 
bined before now, and often, in the at- 
tainment of an end desired by them all, 
but only in the rarest of instances have 
they so trusted each other, so forgotten 
that in the war they were waging they 
had individual interests and ambitions 
as well as those shared by all, as.to let 
the command of their armies or their 
navies pass out of their own immediate 
control.{ The very thought 6f that in- 
spires a natural hesitation when ques- 
tions of life and death are involved, and 
almost. always ‘this hesitation has led 
to refusal to carry co-operation so far 
as to put their military forces of any 
kind under the orders of foreigners. 

Even Austria and Turkey have not done 
quite this, though the difference is nom- 
inal rather than real, perhaps, because 
the alliance of which they are a part is 
not between equals, but rather that be- 
tween a master and his servants.

This statement concerning: the school 
system of Germany is typical of much 
wholesale audatisn (chiefly by Ger- 
mans) of German education, both 
elementary and advanced. . There is 
some reason for questioning the super- 
lative excéllence of German schools, if 
one judges them by their product. Much 
has happened to make it seem quité cer- 
tain that elementary German education 
dees not always give to its recipients 
the ability to weigh alternatives 
jvdiciously, nor correctly to-apprehend 
the trend of logic. Perhaps in this 
respect the German system fails more 
signally than any other. The complete 
ascendency of the Junkerthum is the 
final criticism of the German popular 
educational scheme. 

But other evidences are at hand which 
make it seem obvious that ‘the education 
so highly adulated by the Kreuz-Zeitung 
does not in all cases convey evén rudi- 
mentary information to its pupils., In 
his ‘‘ Prinzipien und Methoden der In- 
telligenspriifung ’’ “Professor Dr. Th.

Why They Do Not Protest Against 
the Acts of Their Rulers. 


New York, June 19, 1917. 
To the Editot of The New York Times: 

A number of leading newspapers vei 
this country and many public men have 
expressed their disapproval of: President 
Wilson’s . oft-repeated declaration that 
the United States is making war upon 
Prussian autocracy and not upon the 
German people. These dissenters assert 
that the German people as a whole are 
responsible for éverything. the House of 
Hohenzollern has done, ‘for, otherwise, 
they would have denounced their Govern- 
ment for its atrocious acts and stood 
firmly for freedom, justice, and mercy. 

Now, it is generally conceded that 
Kaiser Wilhelm comes nearér being an 
absolute monarch than any other ruler 
on earth today, notwithstanding the so- 
called constitutional guarantees and 
privileges of the German people so in-, 
adequately and inequitably represented 
in the Reichstag. That being grant- 
ed, is it not plain that the German 
people would not dare to condemn 
the policy, the plans, and the acts 
of the Kaiser for fear of subjecting 
themselves to the charge of Ilése- 
majesté or even high treason, with 
the penalties of imprisonment or death? 
Can we expect any free expression from 
the German people with such a menace, 
worse than the sword of Damoclies, 
hanging over their heads? ~ 

We all know what happened to the 
German students at Bonn University in 
the revolution of. 1848 when they dared 
to take up arms against absolutism in 
government. Some were put to death, 
many were imprisoned, and others, Carl 
Schurz. among them, to escape punish- 
ment, sought refuge in. America. 

It is true that now and then some 
German leader like Maximilian Harden, 
the-editor, or Dr, Liebknecht, the Social- 
ist, ventures to indulge in criticism of 
the Prussian Government, but we know 
that Harden has been punished more 
than once by having his paper suspended 
and that Liebknecht is now serving a 
long term in prison because of his 
strictures on the Kaiser’s ambitions for 
world conquest. 

Is it any wonder, therefore, that the 
German people do not openly denounce 
the outrages and cruelties for which their 
tyrannical Government is . responsible, 
sich as the sinking of the Lusitania 
and the dropping of bombs from air- 
ships upon undefended towns, killing 
and maiming noncombatants, men, 
women and children, when the German 
subjects know that to speak in con- 
demnation of their Government's acts 
means condign punishment, possibly an 
ignominious death? 

The idea of making war upon the 
German people everywhere, the ab- 
horrent doctrine of race hatred, is to- 
tally repugnant to the nobler doctrine 
of the universal brotherhood of man and 
fatherhood of God impressed upon the 
minds. of the American people from 
youth to old age in school, church, andj, 
in fraternal lodge. Both England and 
Germany have their ‘Song of Hate,’ 
but let us hope and pray that America, a 
cosmopolitan nation, blending in one 
composite people of all races, will not
